Prof. Stzzman can scarcely be congratu- 
lated upon his outcome in the recent exam- 
ination relative to his connection with the 
Emma Mine swindle. The dispatch which 
he sent about the 8,000 tons of ore in sight 
worth $2,000 a ton (which was of itself 
$16,000,000) was the stumbling-block in the 
way of self-justification. Prof. StlLntax 
was at a loss how to explain the sending of 
that dispatch, thomgh he could not deny it. 
He was constrained to admit that there were 
not more than 2,000 tons of ore in sight, and 
that much of it would not assay $2,000 a ton. 
This seems to be an admission that Prof. 
Suns did not tell the truth about it. In 
the matter of the compensation he received 
he must also rest under suspicion. Though 
he declares that his compensation was not to 
depend on the character of his report, he ad- 
mits that, after receiving $5,000 im advance, 
he was then to get all the way from $10,000 
to $20,000 additional. Leaving it in this 
way, even a leas learned man than Prof. 
Suma would have concluded that his 
chances for the larger sum were be tter with a 
favorable report than they would be 
with an unfavorable one. As a matter of 
fact, he received $25,000 for work that, all 
told, he only claims to have occupied six 
months, including traveling. Is this the 
usual rate Yale College pays its Professors? 
SOCIAL DEMORALIZATION. 

In the light of daily revelations, there can 
be no one who can dispute the widely-ex- 
tended demoralization of society. Crime has 
ceased to be odious or repulsive. The time 
was that the discovery of a dishonest juror 
would have astounded the community, when 
the purchase of a grand jury would have so 
alarmed men that the iniquity would be sum- 
exceptional, but common; jurors seek ap- 
pointments for the money they can make in 
office ; and the appointment ef jurors is a 
matter of patronage, distributed with or with- 
out a consideration. Defalcations in public 
office and in private institutions have be- 
come so common that they no longer attract 
any more attention than changes in the 
weather. Society has reached that point 
that it is appalled by nothing. Infidelity in 
all the relations of life, in the family, in 
business, in all commercial and financial 
transactions, works no social exclusion. The 
possession of money overrules all inquiry as 
to how the money was obtained. A thou- 
sand families are at this moment plunged in 
distress because of the detection of as many 
heads of families in a confessed conspiracy 
to rob the Government; and yet society in 
general is not in the least disturbed, assum- 
ing that no one will be punished, but that 
these persons will be all restored to social 
confidence again. 

After the long and protracted wars of Eu- 
rope at the beginning of the present century, 
England was stricken with the moral palsy 
which now prevails in this country. The 
same corruption of private and public morals 
existed. Society was rotten to the centre. 
Offices were bought and sold; the wealth 
accumulated in the wars had demoralized all 
ranks in life; and conspicuous among the 
criminals of that day was the brother of the 
King, who, through his mistress, sold com- 
missions and contracts. The struggle was a 
long one. Paper money had added its cor- 
rupting influence to the evil times. At last, 
through the resumption of specie payments 
and the desolation of a panic, the moral in- 
telligence of the nation recovered its su- 


premacy. 

The work of reform was severely performed. 
The civil service of England, which had be- 
come even worse than our own, was turned 
inside out. The dishonest were dismissed, 


reorganized, representation was reformed, 
and a host of rotten boroughs were abolished. 
Gradually the moral improvement extended 
to trade, to the administration of the laws, 
and to all the affairs of Government, nation- 
al as well as local. The improvement in pub- 
lic and private morals brought enlightenment 
in political matters. The exclusive policy of 
trade was abandoned, and England became 
the storehouse of the surplus products of all 
nations, and the banker and commercial 
agent of the world’s commerce. Her wealth 
has grown with her intelligence, and she has 
reached that point of prosperity where her 
people are Gnly taxed on their vices. 

As with England, so with the United 
States, the correction of the existing evils 
mut come from within. Society must re- 
form itself. Men must draw a line between 
crime and honesty, and act on it. Honesty 


‘must be appreciated, and, if possible, made 


fashionable. Fast, people, and fast 
living, and fast morality must be discoun- 
tenanced. Impeached integrity, whether in 
men or women, must cease to be regarded as 
entitled to an increased interest and favor 
from the society in which it appears. Per- 
sonal extravagance must be visited with loss 
of commercial credit, and reckless expendi- 
ture must be accepted as the certain prelude 
to moral and financial ruin. The defaulter 
and the corrupt official must be placed by 
society in their proper places as criminals. 
Corruption and bribe-taking must rank with 
all other forms of stealing. The public service 
must be reorganized. Personal integrity and 
capacity must be substituted for party serv- 
ice as the commendations for office and as 
the tenure of office. The tide of social de- 
straction must be arrested, and this work 
must begin with the people and be carried 
out by the people. The corruption which 
has cropped out in the national service is but 
in keeping with that which rules in all local 
Governments and extends through all the 
ramifications of ss and society. 

The work must begin with the people, and, 
once begun, they will find aids on every side. 
A reform, a great reform, was accomplished 
in New York City; more will be accomplished 
at Washington; and the battle will be half 
won when crime is exposed and punished be- 
cause it is crime, and not because it may hurt 
some political party. When parties unite to 
punish official dishonesty, without reference 
to party advantages, then much will bg ac- 
complished. A great agent in this work of 
moral regeneration is the Church,—if its 
energies were so directed. But has the 
Church been true toits duty? Has wealth 
acquired any power as such in the churches? 
Does the man who can pay the highest price 
hold a higher seat than others? Do extrav- 
agance and display appear in the churches, 
and has it ever happened that an inability to 
dress as expensively as others has kept per- 
sons away from the temple of religion ? 

If the people have not virtue enough to 
begin this work of social and political regen- 
eration, and we must go on from bad to 
worse, then, indeed, is hope for better days 
a delusion, and the reorganization that will 
come will be that which follows national ruin 
and dismemberment, anarchy, and desola- 
tion. 

THE CITY FINANC&S. 

It has been stated in the official organ of 
the city that the Comptroller has not been 
successful in the negotiation of loans in Now 
York to take up the outstanding certificates 
of indebtedness, the legality of which has 
been questioned. A portion of this paper 
matures in April, and the rest at intervals up 
to the Ist of June. An objection said to 
have been urged by the New Yorkers is, that, 
if the validity of these certificates be beyond 
all doubt, and their payment an absolute cer- 
tainty, why.do not the Chicago banks show 
their faith in the paper by advancing some of 
the money? Of the whole amount of cer- 
tificates outstanding, over three millions are 
held in New York City, and the Comptroller 
was asked why he did not have some of the 
loan taken at home. It is, however, denied 
that Mr. Haves has sent any such report as 
that published in the corporation news- 
paper; but some of those best acquainted 
with the affairs of the city think 
such a contingency is quite possible. 
The question why the banks of this city do 
not take this loan is a pertinent one, and 
one which the banks can hardly avoid an- 
swering. We all know that, whether the 
certificates be legally issued or not, they are 
to be paid. On that point there is no differ- 
ence of opinion. The managers of the banks 
are aware of this, and know that the tax to 
pay these certificates has been levied. But, 
before taking this loan, there will probably 
be a stipulation that the outstanding and 
uncollected taxes shall be applied, as fast as 
collected, to the payment of these certificates, 
and that, to enable the city to do this, there 
shall be a reduction of public expenditures 
to the lowest sum, and some assurance given 
that the Government is to be conducted in a 
reputable manner. 

The fact is, the City Government of Chi- 
cago has lost the confidence of the reputable 
people; the belief is general that it is ad- 
ministered in the interest of the tax-eaters, 
bummers, and criminal classes, for personal 


profit, and not with reference to the public’ 
interests. Look at the disgraceful dis- 


closure of half a dozen Aldermen, 
proprietors of drinking-saloons, and run- 
ning them without having paid any 
license since last July, actually defraud- 
ing the City Treasury out cf its lawful 
revenue. Public confidence has been de- 
pending on the election of a new City Gov- 
ernment in April; but the ad interim Mayor 
puts a quietus on that measure by refusing to 
resign, and defies the Council to order a 
special election. Thus the embarrassment of 
an usurping Mayor is added to the other 
troubles of the City Comptroller in meeting 
the public liabilities. All the advantages to 
result from the election of a new City Govern- 
ment are lost by the continuance of the 
Mayor, with all the odium and contempt which 
attach to the old City Government. It is like 
patching an old coat with new cloth; like 
putting a new bottom to an ald, burnt-out 
pot or kettle. The peremptory manner in 
which the hold-on Mayor spurns the unani- 
mous public wish to have an election for an 
entirely new City Government but confirms 
the general impression that all the advaz- 
tages of a new election will be defeated. It 
is desirable, however, that the credit of the 
city shall be maintained, and the banks of 
Chicago owe it to the integrity of the com- 
munity to evidence their faith by taking a 

part of the loan. But it is not likely 
that they will do so if the mere purpose is to 
grant new license to reckless expenditure, 
and to the issue of new debt obligations by 


sults will show 


when money has to be borrowed to pay inter- 
est on even the tem loans, the paper 
becomes of that questionable kind that the 
holder cannot depend upon its being paid at 
maturity. It would be a disgrace to have the 
city notes go to protest, and we trust the 
banks will not permit such a thing to hap- 
pen, if they can prevent it. At the same time 
it cannot be expected that persons or corpo- 
rations will lend two or three millions of dol- 
lars to a City Government which refuses to 
reduce its expenditures within it# income, 
and which refuses to levy a tax to meet its 
liabilities, and which insists upon the issue of 
notes growing in amount with almost arith- 
metical progression. If the city cannot meet 
its liabilities now, how will it do so six 
months hence, if the money received from 
taxes, instead of being applied to taking up 
its temporary loans, is used for current ex- 
penditures ? If as fast as one certificate is 
taken up another is issued for a larger 
amount, the evil is really increasing, and there 
must be a suspension at some time. That kind 
of business must eventually reach its limit. 
We hope that the banks will cordially re- 
spond to the relief of the pressing necessities 
of the city; but in so doing there should be a 
free and frank conference and understanding 
as to the future conduct and management of 
city affairs. 


CHICAGO DIVORCE STATISTICS. 

An examination of the court records dur- | 
ing the year 1875 of applications for divorces 
show that 526 cases have been commenced in 
that time. Of these cases, 285 decrees have 
been granted, or less than one a day. There 
are 169 not disposed of. There have been 
70 decrees denied, and 2 cases have been 
transferred from one court to the other. The 
causes have been as follows: Desertion, 174; 
cruelty, 157; adultery, 111; drunkenness, 69; 
miscellaneous, 15. 

Upon the surface this has a bad look, but 
when the figures are analyzed a little the re- 
that marriage is just 
as binding in Chicago as anywhere else, 
and that the two or more souls 
with but a single thought and the 
two or more hearts that beat as one are 
just as likely to hang together till death do 
us part ” in Chicago as in other cities which 
make a boast of marital constancy. It will 
be observed that, all told, 526 cases have been 
instituted. Of these, 70 have been denied, 
so that at least these 70 couples will have 
to stay hitched and travel in smgle or double 
harness, as they prefer. There have been 
but 285 decrees granted, which is less than 
one for each day in the year, which is not a 
bad showing, considering the manner in 
which the ill-assorted and miserably-mated 
couples from other cities come here to get 
unspliced. Of the whole number of cases, 
258 only were Chicago marriages, and 268 
were from St. Louis, Cincinnati, Milwaukee, 
New York, Boston, and other outlying sub- 
urbs. This shows that over one-half the 
cases were instituted by people who have only 
made a temporary residence here in order to 
bring suits. 

It appears, therefore, that during the year 
there have been 258 .wretched couples, out of 
a population of nearly half a million people, 
who are discontented with their marriage 
state,and who are ready to throw up their 
wedding-rings, marry some one else, or go it 
alone the rest of their days. This is a very 
small proportion ; aud how much smaller it 
appears when compared with the great army 
of martyrs who are ready to place the yoke 
upon their shoulders to assume the responsi- 
bilities, cares, pleasures, and sorrows of wed- 
lock, and to pay for the support of some 
young woman and prospective oli ve- branches 
While 258 Chicago couples have stepped for- 
ward to have their shackles struck off, 5,004, 
or nearly twenty times as many, couples have 
marched heroically up to the minister and dę- 
manded that they bef“fettered. While 258 
couples stand ready to sell out the whole 
bridal outfit, rings, orange-flowers, trous- 
seaus,—and all for two cents,—5,004 couples 
have paid handsomely for the privilege of 
wearing them, and are ready, even in these 
tight times, to risk the expense of house- 
keeping. 

It is time, therefore, that this sense- 
less affirmation of the looseness of the mar- 
riage tie in Chicago should stop. The 
very figures we have quoted show that the 
tie is as long and as strong here as anywhere. 
If it were as long and as strong in other 
cities, we should not be troubled with their 
botched work as we are. Marriage in Chi- 
cago, like everything else in Chicago, is war- 
ranted to wash. Our men are just as brave 
and strong, and our women as tender and 
true, as in other cities (and a great deal pret- 
tier). Even of the small number of Chicago 
couples who have sought for divorce, the 
great majority are foreigners who have not 
yet fallen into the ways of Chicago devotion 
and constancy. The great trouble in the 
matter is, as we have said before, the 
wretched people come here from St. Louis 
and other suburbs not half made up,” 
and never fitted to be married to each other, 
or to be married at all. To break the bonds 
of such creatures is kindness to animals. 
But we protest against having to bear any 
longer the notoriety arising from foreign 
botching in the union of souls.

UNDERDRAINAGE OF CITIES. 
The London Times of a recent date contains 


an article congratulating the people of that city 
upon the results which have been achieved by 
the Metropolitan Board of Works with special 
respect to drainage, and claims, what will 
probably have to be admitted, that London is 
the best-drained city in the world. It calls 
attention to the fact that when the Metropol- 
itan Board was organized, twenty-one years 
ago, London had no system of drainage what- 
ever, and that during that time over 1,000 
miles of sewers have been constructed, in ad- 
dition to all its other works, such as the for- 
mation of parks, the creation of new streets, 
and the superintendence of gas and water 
supply, and the great Thames embankment, 
which has given the city an elegant thorough- 
fare by land reclaimed from one of its banks. 
All of these improvements are more or less 
sanitary in character; but, of course, none of 
them in this respect can compare with under- 
drainage. 

The statement of the Tine that London 
has been underdrained during the past twen- 
ty-one years will undoubtedly surprise most 
readers, who have had the impression that the 
underdraining of cities was an old practice. 
The system, as it prevails now, isthe out- 
growth of the present century. The ancients, 
althongh they constructed great sewers, ac- 
complished nothing more than the carrying 
off of the surface-water of the streets. The 
system which not only does this, but con- 


would soon have become uninhabitable if 
modern engineering skill had not devised the 
system of connections and discharges. They 
have proved the greatest and most efficient of 
all sanitary measures. They have absolutely 
conquered some diseases, and mitigated many 
others, They have cleaned the cities, and 
purified the water and the air. In London 
and Paris most wonderful results have been 
accomplished by this health-giving system. 
Berlin is suffering some because of a want of 
outlet. Chicago would to-day have been un- 
inhabitable had it not been for the system of 
underdrainage which was commenced by 
Gen. Weznsrzr, as President of the Sewerage 
Board, twenty years ago, in connection with 
Mr. Onesprover. That work, commenced 
about the same time as the London system, 
shows results proportionately as great, and 
has reclaimed the city from its primitive 
fever-breeding swamps, and made it one of 
the healthiest cities of the world; Since the 
fire nearly 4,000 acres have been drained. 
The South Side, with the exception of same 
parts of Bridgeport, is completely drained, and 
most of the thickly-settled parts of the North 
and West Sides are finished,—the extension 
of sewerage now being mainly confined 
to the northwest and southwest sectiens 
of the city. We have, therefore, fully as 
much cause for congratulation as the Lon- 
doners,—perhaps more so, when it is consid- 
ered that the whole city has been reclaimed 
from the swamps, and has been lifted up in 
order to be drained. With our splendid sys. 
tem of drainage and with a water-supply 
such as no other city in the world has, our 
bills of mortality have been so reduced that 
Chicago is to-day the healthiest and most de- 


fact which makes Chicago such a pleasant 
place of summer resort; and if, as the oldest 
inhabitants and some pf the doctors are now 
predicting, the mild, open winter is to be 
followed by an unhealthy season, Chicago will 
offer her pure air, health-giving breezes, and 
crystal water as inducements for the afflicted 
to come here. However unhealthy the sea- 
son may be elsewhere, Chicago will be a 
refuge, proof against epidemics of any sort,— 
a result which is largely due to our excellent 


The indebtedness of the Americans to the 
late Prof. Camus, the most eminent of En- 
glish logicians and economists after Jon 
Srvart Mn, for his espousal in England of 
the Union cause at its darkest hour should 
be more widely appreciated in this country. 
Mr. Gronax WIA, of New York, has, in the 
last number of the /nternational Review, an ar- 
ticle which throws more clearly than it has 
been stated before how timely and great 
the service was that Cami did the North. 
His book, entitled “ The Slave Power,” and 
published in the second year of the War, ap- 
peared at a crisis in English opinion. Carnes’ 
Slave Power” and Gaspazm’s Uprising of 
a Great People,” were the two most influen- 
tial arguments in favor of the Union that 
were addressed to the intelligent classes of 
Europe. Prof. Canem had no American 
acquaintance or connections at the time he 
wrote the Slave Power. His advocacy was 
on the merits of the case. It was especially 
valuable to the United States, as it came 
from one of the most eminent Free-Traders 
in England, and at a time when Southern 
emissaries were soliciting English sympathy 
for the South on account of the Protectionist 
tendencies of the North. Mr Cam was 
more of a Free-Trader than Jom Srvarr 
Muu, who clung to his singularly infelicitous 
and illogical concession to Protection in new 
countries and for young industries. But 
Canusa and showed England that Pro- 
tection was not the point in issue between 
the North and South. What the real issue 
was he told in the following passage : 

The real and sufficient cause of the present pomtion 
of affairs in North Americe appears to the writer to lie 
in the character of the Slave Power,—that system of 
interesta, industrial, social, and political, which haa, 
for the greater partof half a century, directed the 
career of the American Union, and which, now em- 
bodied in the Southern Canfederation, seeks admis- 
| sion, as an equal member, into the community of na- 
tioms. If I do not greatly mistake the import of the 
considerations which will be adduced in the following 
pages, their effect wilf be to show that this Slave Power 
constitutes the most formidable antagonist to civilized 
progress which has appeared for many centuries; rep- 
resenting a system of society at once retrograde ana 


inevitably toward barbarism, while it is impelled by 
exigencies inherent in its position and circumstances 
to a constant extension of its territorial domain, The 
vastness of the interests at stake in the American con- 
test, regarded under this aspect, appear to me to be 
very inadequately conceived in this country; and the 
purpose of the present work is to bring forward this 
aspect of the case more prominently than has yet been 
done. 

The value of this presentation of our case 
in England at that moment was incalculable. 
Mr. WaLKEB was present at a conversation 
at Mr. Mrix’s house, at Which the question 
of negro suffrage was discussed. 

“Mr. ML,“ says Mr. Warn. “favored the im- 
mediate admission of negroes to the suffrage. ‘You 
must choose,’ he says, between negro suffrage and 
military government; either the negro must be em- 
powered to protect himself, through the ballot-box, or 
the Federal Government must protect him by a stana- 
ingarmy.’ In answer to the objection that the people 
of the United States had already experienced the evils 
of an ignorant suffrage, in the Irish vote, and dreaded 
to see such suffrage enlarged, he said: ‘I admit that 
it is a choice of evils; but of the two, the negro vote is 
the least formidable, and it is one whieh you may hope 
to see rapidly effaced by the good instincts ef the ne- 
gro, and his ambition to educate himself and better 
his gondition; military government, on the other 
hand, would be, for you, an unmixed evil; it is antag- 
onistic to all the institutions of your country, and a 
healthy reconstruction of the South could hardly pe 
effected under its auspices.’ ” 

An article in Macmilian’s Magazine, in which 
Prof. Cam powerfully advocated negro 
suffrage, was the result of this talk. Mr. 
Wars estimate of Mr. Carmnzs’ work is un- 
doubtedly correct when he says that, Taking 
the whole series of these publications together, 
there is nothing in the literature of England 
or America which will carry into history, in 
so condensed a form, the real issues of the 
American Civil War ;” and it is noteworthy 
that they were wrought out in the secluded 
life of a student wholly unknown to the 
country whose interests he espoused, and 
wholly unconnected with it by personal ties 
or sympathies. This justifies the eulogium 
pronounced upon Prof. Carnes by one of 
his early associates and constant friends: I 
have never known a man who was a more 
sincere lover of justice, or a more earnest in- 
quirer after scientific truth.

BRIBERY BY OFTICE. 

The most corrupt use which either party has 
ever made, in the United States, of employing 
public office for party purposes, does not com- 
pare in itude with the sameevil as prac- 
ticed in Gréat Britain with general sanction. In 
fact, the history of British Ministries is a contin- 
ued exposition of bribery. Ministers there have a 
much greater range of corruption than we here. 
They can offer almost everything that human 
nature covets,—titles, lands, money interests, 
hereditary distinction, orders, professional pro- 
motions, ecclesiastical preferment, judicial rank. 
money, honors, and office. They have never 
omitted an opportunity to use any or all of these 
when party exigency demanded. Moreover, the 
trafic in office been constant for centuries, 
and is as prevalent, as avowed, and as shameless, 
as it was under either Charles. With us, it is 
despised and deplored as a party evil; with 
them, it is a legitimate use of opportunity. It 
may fairly be questioned whether, io 
the decadence of Athens and Sparta, 
or during the last vile years of the French 
Empire, political corruption ever attained the 
proportions which have frequently been wit- 
nessed in Great Britain. Instance the Admin- 
istration of Newcastle and Pitt. Newcastle,” 
says Macaulay, ‘‘took the Treasury, the civil 
and ecclesiastical patronage, and the disposal of 
that part of the Secret Service money which was 
then employed in bribing Members of Parlia- 
ment.” The altar was profaned with perfect 
complaisance; at that time, there was not a 
single Prelate who had not owed his first eleva- 
tion, or some subsequent translation, to New- 
castle. It was one of tho Irish witticiems 
of the time that Bishops were the 
only things that did not suffer by translation. 
The Cabiaet set systematically to work to buy up 
every dangerous opponent. This man was — 
chased by a Prebend for his son; that one by a 
bank note; a third by a commission; another by 
a coronet ; and church-livings were dippered out 
like soup to the poor. The father of Charies 
James Fox was d poor man aud & doting 
father”; but his support must be obtained, aud 
a Paymaster-Generalsbip paid for it. Offices 
were multiplied beyond computation ; taxes were 
increased to an extent unknown since 
the da of the Revolution; the Bench 
was polluted with corruption, and the Bar 
degraded by incompetency; manhood, virtue, 
decency, public decorum, and private integrity 
were lost in a universal disease made epidemic 
by the policy of the Goverument; and this was 
the most glorious period of modern English 
history. 

There is no need to allude to Walpole’s Admin- 
istration. When Bate, the Royal favorite, be- 
came Minister — an eclipse of Pitt, he “ was 
made to comprebend that the Ministry could be 
saved only by practicing 

THE TACTICS OF WALPOLE 
to an extent at which Walpole himself would 
have stared. The Pay-Office was turned 
into a mart for votes. Hundreds of 
members were closeted there with Fox, 
and, as there is much reason to believe, departed 
carrying with them the wages of infamy. It is 
affirmed, by persons who had the best opportu- 
nities of obtaining information, that £25,000 
were thus paid away in a single morning. The 
lowest, bribe given, it was said, was a bank - note 
for £200.” All this was the calm work of an 
entire Ministry! We groan under the defect of 
a single high officer of the Government, and the 
English press weeps about our political moral- 
ity ! 

DISMISSALS FROM OFFICE. 

It has been frequently asserted that, in the 
United States alone, persons in inferior positions 
are required to support the party in power as & 
coodition of terms. It is entirely untrue. Gen- 
eraliy speaking, the rule holds more firmly ia 
every other country of the world, and the vicious 
usage is not more -oppressive in Turkey than 
in England. During the tenancy of one famous 
British Cabinet, the proscription for difference 
of party views ‘extended to Tide-Waiters, 
Gaugers, and Doorkeepers; and one of many 
similar instances mentioned is that of a poor 
man who had been given a pension for 
gallantry in a fight with smugglers, and whom 
the Ministry deprived of his beggar’s pittance 
because he had befriended an enemy of the 
party. A widow was dismissed from the office 
of housekeeper~ in a public office because it 
was imagined that she was distastefully con- 
nected by marriage with ano g family. 
After the ge of the Catholic Emancipation 
bill, in 1829, it was feared that O’Connell, Sheil, 
and their co-patriots would kindle anew the na- 
tional enthusiasm for u repeal of the Union, and 
that, if permitted to act uncontrolled, they 
would run a great risk of imperiling the Empire.

HOW ONE PIECE OF LEGISLATION WAS CARRIED. 

The act of Legislative Union betwoen Englaud 
and Ireland iliustrates perfectly the undeniable 
assertion that bribery was a common and 
recognized resort of the English Government. 
Pitt was Prime Minister. First, he deluded 
the Catholics into believing that, if they would 
support the Union, they should receive the 
political rights of citizens immediately after; at 
the same time, be pledged his Cabiuet to the 
Tories against Catholic emancipation then, or at 
any future time. Thea he opened the flood- 


gates of bribery in Ireland, and his successors 


never closed them. When a resolution in fayor 
of the Union was first offered at a meeting of 
the Irish Bar, it was condemned by a vote 
of 166 to 32. At tbe end of the year there were 
only five members of the minority who nad not 
received Government appointments; and, as 
rapidly as the majority weakened, the traitors 
were provided for. The Government spent a 
milion and s quarter pounds in buying 
up gentlemen through borough-patronage,— 
a shrewd scheme of corruption which 
Pitt had invented. Peerages were di- 
vided among the Irish gentry. Twenty-two 
Irish Peers were created ; five received English 
Peerages, and twenty were given higher titles. 
Money was used on members of the Irish Par- 
liament as fodder to hungry cattle; and, when 
the final vote was reached, only seven of the 162 
men who voted for the act were unbribed. 
This was not the crime of 
a single officer; it was the scheme 
of the entire English Government, and 
1 2 in England generally approved of 

Lecky, author of the History of Rational- 
ism,” says: There are, inceed, few things 
more discreditabie to English political literature 
than the tone of palliation, or even of eulogy, 
that is usually adopted towards the authors of 
thie transaction. arcely any element or ag 
gra vation of political immorality was wanting.“ 

Another instance of the Government of Great

GOING DELIBERATELY INTO INFAMY, — 
infamy of the blackest and foulest kind,—the 
moral and social destruction of woman, is 
found in the prosecution of Queen Caroline. 
She was the wife of George IV., who 
wished to get md of her,—his predilec- 
tions for Mrs. Fitzherbert being suf- 
ficiently known to furnish amotive. The King 
instituted an action for adultery, which the Min- 
istry espoused and carriedon; and the meas- 
ures employed to procure purchased testimony 
constitute a sickening episode not outdone by 
any similar transaction under Henry VIII. Tue 
scale of payment,” it is stated, was in a man- 
ner regulated by the extent of the e- 
idence given. The more damning the 
testimony, the greater tue reward.” So utterly did 
the Government fail to substantiate the charge 
that they were compelled to abandon the prose- 
cution, even after a bill of divorce had been hur- 
ried through the Huuse of Lords. The Queen 
died a few months after the trial, and, as if this 
execution of the unconvicted victim were not 
enough, the lawyer who defended her, Henry 
Brougham, the most illustrious man at the Bar, 
was vindictively excluded from Governmental 
favor for many years. And this occurred 
within the memory of many persons still 
living, the trial having taken lace 
in 1820. The synipathy of tne three kingdoms 
was almost unapimous in the Queen's favor; 
and the turpitude of a Ministry in conducting 80 
unjust and wicked a conspiracy, casting the 
solid power of the Government against a woman 
whose crime consisted in being the wife of a 
guilty husband, can only be explained by men 
who appreciate the intensity of party spirit. It 
was not a solitary officer of the Government 
who acted as prosecator; it was not one Sec- 
retary only who dealt out bribes in exchange for 
proffered perjury.

SAN FRANCISCO. 
A GOOD WORD FOR SARGENT. 

San Francisco, March 11.—A. B. Clark, Spe- 
cial Revenue Agent, detailed to investigate the 
whisky frauds on this coast, referring to a dis- 
patch received from Chicago by papers of the 
American Preas Association here to-day, stating 
on the authority of D. L. Phillips, Revenue 
Agent recently on this coast, that the 
testimony will be presented to Congress 
by request of Secretary Bristow showing the con- 
nection of United States Senator Sargent with 
frauds and corruption in the revenue service on 
this coast, states that in his investigations into 
the frauds on the revenue here he has found no 
evidence to implicate Sargent, and has no 
knowledge of any intention on the part of the 
Secretary or Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
to place the investigations now being made in 
the hands of a Committee of Congress. 
As regards Phillips’ statement that. the 
Custom-House here is rotten to the 
core, and not 50 per cent of the revenue due 
is collected, S. D. Mills, Special Agent of the 
Treasury Department here, states that, while it 
is true that a very large proportion of the reve- 
nus is not collected, the fault lies mainly in the 
defective organization of the customs service at 
this port, and the delegation of extraordinary 
powers to tne Collector, rather than to fraudu- 
lent practices.

GETTING A LOAN FROM THEM. 

The Mayor was encouraged to talk about 
this the more freely because the 
city effected a similar loan about 
a year ago from several of the city banks. Dur- 
ing the day the head of the city wandered around 
among the banks, and taiked at times with the 
Firet, Fifth, Illinois, and Corp Exchange Banks, 
and the Merchants’ Loan and Trust Company.

Many houses never become more than bonuses to 
their owners simply because the man is helpless 
and the woman has not the womanly talent of 
home-making. 

Of course, the work of ornamentation may be 
overdone, and the rooms have the appearance of 
an everdressed woman. The evidence of lack of 
taste, the obtrustveness of apparent effort, are 
as bad as the absence of all ornamentation, and 
should be avoided. 

WALL-POCKETS. 

Among the devices in ornamentiog rooms that 
are comparatively new to me, are wali-pockets 
for bouquets of dried grasses and leaves. These 
may be made half-moon in shape or triangular. 
Take tiff card-board and cut two hailf-moons, 
gay Measuring, the one 4 or 5inches across the 
straight edge, and the other 3 or 4. The larger 
one is for the top, and is cut ont in the centre so 
as to leave a strip an inch wide all around. The 
smaller one is for the bottom, and is used with- 
out cutting. The edges of both should be 
pinked. Pierce holes in both lower and upper 
pieces, half an inch apart, with awi or 
stiletta, making them large enough to admit 
the straws, you buy in bunches at the china 
stores. There should be an equal number of 
holes in top and bottom, and care should be 
taken to duly proportion the distance in lower 
circle. Use white straws,6 or 8 inches long, 
putting them through the holes so that they 
project about an inch at top and bottom. 
Weave narrow ribbon (say K inch wide), scarlet, 
blue, or green, in and out, betweep the straws, 
commencing at the bottom and weaving basket- 
fashion (ribbon crossing under straw one round 
and above it the next, and so on). This may be 
finished with bows, etc.; and, hung against the 
wall, makes a pretty receptacle for many orna- 
mental clusters of grasses, leaves, et. In- 
stead of ribbon, glazed paper in color may be 
used. This is much cheaper, and looks almost 
as well. 


EASELS OF STRAW. 

While on the subject of straws, I will say that 
very pretty easels for small pictures or photo- 
graphs may be made of colored straws (bought 
at the china stores for 10 to 20 cents a bunch). 
These are scarcely describable, except to say 
that the three upright straws form a tripod (two 
for the picture and one for support), and chat 
the straws joining these a short distance from 
the bottom, project at each corner. All are 
sewed together, aud ribbon tied in bows at ali 
crossings to hide the stitches. They are grace- 
ful and appropriate, and ladies who know how 
to make them can teach others to do so in five 
minutes. 

COVERS FOR FLOWER-POTS. 

Covers for flower-pots have been mentioned. 
I have a simpler plan than the one given laat 
week. Take strips of white paper an inch wider 
than the depth of the pot to be covered. Fold 
this in creases as children do in making paper 
fans, the folds to be half an inch wide. The 
paper should be — enough to go around the 
pot, with the folds open. Cut a hole or slit 
through the fold an inch from the top and the 
same distance from the bottom, and through 
these run a ribbon. 

Tue covers may be made of paper of any color. 
They are very pretty made of drab paper folded 
as described, with strip of gold or silver paper 
at the top and bottom. 

All these may be old to many ladies, but this 
fact should not deter those who are most famil- 
iar with methods of household ornamentation 
from writing. What is old to them may be new 
to the greater number of readers. M. H. B.
